E ditorial GREETINGS 

As we begin a new year, it seems appropriate to reiterate the annual in¬ 
vitation for greater participation in the medical society. Unfortunately the 
past responses appear to have been less than overwhelming. 

Indeed, the impression is that most members do not bother themselves 
with the society at all. This is especially apparent when fewer than twenty 
percent attend the Annual Meeting and election of officers. The actual gov¬ 
erning of the society has been done by the council, yet the recent slate of 
nominees for office was not challenged in even one single position. This is 
certainly a nadir for a republican form of governing. 

Admittedly, we cannot each be personally available to help shape each 
society decision, but a democracy of three hundred members should be nearly 
attainable. Possibly it has become too easy to delegate authority and thereby 
rationalize not contributing to the society. It is far easier to pay dues but 
reserve the much more important contributions of time, effort and individual 
intellect. 

In the absence of a strong membership, there is a vacuum in the decision 
making, and a strong executive council will arrogate more and more autho¬ 
rity. If there is to be a medical oligarchy, why bother with the sham of a 
medical society? Why bother with the large membership rosters? Why bother 
with committee appointments? 

How can participation be expanded? Should membership be dependent 
on attendance at meetings, as at the hospital staff meetings? This would 
probably be contra-productive since personal involvement needs to be volun¬ 
tary. There really needs to be an entire re-thinking and re-dedication on the 
part of the entire membership. How can we, as a whole, effectivly serve the 
community and help plot the course for the practice of medicine if we are 
unwilling to participate. This is the level at which we can make ourselves 
heard. 

There have been sporadic episodes of healthy debate at the regular meet¬ 
ings, but not enough to indicate the type of commitment that is needed in 
the current medical crisis. There seems to be a certain inertia of lethargy and 
despair in this area. Rather than confront the situation, the consensus seems 
to be . . . why bother? 

In some ways I feel like the radio disk jockey who cries out at three 
a.m., “Is there anyone out there listening?” If anyone is listening, let’s hear 
what you think. —James A. Lambert, M.D. Editor
